The official 
statement said: 


"The United States and Japan 


today renewed their treaty of arbi-

years. 
The treaty was originally 


signed at Washington in 1908, the 
ratifications being exchanged on 
August 24, 1908, and on its expi- 
ration in 1918 it was.'renewed for, 
a period of frve years. There was. 
a Turther renewal- in_l»l8._ The 
agreement of renewal wes signed 
today by the secretary of state and 
the 
Japanese ambassador. 
It 


simply provides for renewal with- 
out changes in the terms of the 
treaty. At the time of the signing 
of the agreement, notes were ex- 
changed . to the effect that in case 
the senate shall give its assent to 
the President's proposal for the 
participation by the United States 
in the support of the permanent 
court of international Justice, the 
two governments will consider the 
making of an agreement under 
which the disputes of the nature 
described In the treaty could be re- 
ferred to the permanent court for 
international Justice." 


Similar arbitration treaties were 
renewed a few months ago with 
Great Britain and France and the 
proviso with respect to the possible 
entrance of the United States into 
the world peace court was attached 
because the protocol prorlding for 
American participation had been 
submitted by President Harding 
for ratification by the Senate. 
President Coolidge, thus far, has 


not definitely revealed his position 
on the court proposal, but the state 
department announcement 
today

miners. One point made is new, or at least is 
stated with such force as to give it an air of nov- 
elty.' This has to do with the 'publicity' meth- 
ods cf the owners and.the labor unions alike. 
\ 
Both of them, when a strike is threatened or has 
occurred, send out masses of what purports to be 
information for the public. But a great part of 
this, so the United States Coal Commission as- 
serts, has very little relation to the actual facts. 
The result is that these statements by both sides 
showered upon the press, have a distinct tend- 
ency to embitter the existing quarrel between the 
miners and the operators^-w^ile leaving the gen- 
eral public misled and confused. This sort of 
strike propaganda ought to be discontinued or re- 
garded by everybody as pretty thoroughly dis- 
credited in advance."
